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'W e 
DESERT 


A bout four and one-half miles, 
air-line, south and somewhat east of 
Palm Springs is M urray Hill or M ur 
ray Peak, named after Dr. M urray 
one of the early residents ot Palm 
Springs. 
M urray Peak is easily rec­ 
ognised as the sharp, triangular peak 
surrounded by ridges. 
It is nearly 
tw o thousand feet in elevation, not a 
high m ountain as California m oun­ 
tains are thought of but outstanding 
in this vicinity because of th e name 
conferred upon it, that of one of 
Palm Springs' distinguished pioneers. 


Possibly you have noticed the 
covered bench on the southeast 
corner of Palm Canyon Drive 
and T ahquitz Drive. Years ago 
this corner was set aside as 
a 
memorial to Dr. M urray. "P rog­ 
ress" may catch up 
w ith 
the 
memorial in the center of Palm 
Springs b u t M urray Hill should 
remain as a lasting remembrance 
of Dr. M urray. 


Last Friday 1 started out to stand 
on the very tip-top of M urray Peak. 
In the Sierra Nevada I have been 
asked m any times by persons not 
interested 
in 
climbing m ountains, 
"W h a t is the point of using up all 
that energy just to climb to the top 
of a m ountain? 
It hardly seems 
w orthw hile.” W hen 1 have gone to 
great trouble to explain the fun and 
satisfaction o f m ountain climbing the 
result has been rather unsatisfactory. 
If a person docs not care for that 
sort of thing it is almost impossible 
to get anyw here through an attem pt­ 
ed explanation. 
So now I have a 
stock answ er which takes th e form 
of a question, “W h at point is there 
to living?" 
By the time 
he 
has 
tangled him self in answ ering 
that 
one he has forgotten about th e ques­ 
tion he' asked, leaving me free 
to 
climb another mountain. 


Four trails lead toward M ur­ 
ray Peak b ut there is no trail to 
the peak itself; the Theleman 
trail starts 
at 
the Thelem an 
place on th e edge of Palm C an­ 
yon W ash; the Cathedral C an­ 
yon trail 
starts at Cathedral 
C ity; the Eagle 
Canyon 
trail 
starts at th e entrance to Eagle 
Canyon; and the 
Araby 
trail 
starts near the O tis 
home 
in 
A raby. 
I climbed the sw itch­ 
backs of the A raby trail and at 
the 
junction 
of 
the 
A raby, 
Eagle Canyon and Thelem an 
trails, turned onto the Thelem an 
trail 
for about one hundred 
yards, then across country 
to 
follow up the middle branch of 
Eagle Canyon. 


D esert 
canyons 
are 
interesting 
places if one follows them for any 
distance. 
T h ere is found a concen­ 
tration of plant and animal life; also 
excellent rock sections exposed by 
the erosive efforts of the 
running 
stream s during the wet season. M inor 
fault lines m ay be seen in the canyon 
walls, testifying to the m anner 
in 
which the m ountains 
were 
built. 
M any cliffs, some fairly high, 
are 
found across th e canyon, often caus­ 
ing one to do some detouring, for 
the rock surface over which the wa­ 
ter has flowed is so smooth as to af­ 
ford no secure hold o r footing. Orn­ 
ean find him self in difficulties it he 
is not careful in attem pting to climb 
up these sm ooth stretches of rock; 
or, sliding dow n them he might find 
himself in the predicam ent ot not be­ 
ing able to get back up and imme­ 
diately below a cliff too high to slide 
down. 
I 
came 
to 
a 
higher 
and 
sm oother cliff than I could climb 


SO detoured and finding myself 
on a ridge leading toward M ur­ 
ray Peak did not return to the 
canyon. T h e climb up the peak 
is not difficult as the slope is not 
steep and the rocks arc conven­ 
iently spaced for easy climbing. 
From the top a view- of the en­ 
tire surrounding country may be 
had. 
On the same level as the 
desert floor the bushes seem to 
obscure the desert but from the 
top of M urray Peak this is not 
the case and it is easily 
seen 
• 
that this section is still a desert 
country.

Start on four new R esettlem ent Ad­ 
m inistration ram ps for C alifornia m i­ 
gratory agricultural w orkers shortly 
a fter the first of the y ear is an ticip at­ 
ed, as the result of an announcem ent 
from San Francisco offices of the R e­ 
settlem ent A dm inistration. 
Coachella 
has been selected for one site. 
The new cam ps will have a capacity 
of 200 fam ilies each. 
T he 
existing 
cam ps at M arysville and A rvin, Kern 
county, which now provide for 
100 
fam ilies, will be doubled. 
W ork of building the cam ps will be 
in charge of J. A. Tw eedie, resident 
engineer in charge 
of 
construction, 
who has establishes headquarters at 
A rvin. 
Tw eedie inform ed 
R esettle­ 
m ent officials today that he has made 
requisitions for W PA labor to build 
th e cam ps. 
He estim ated th at about 
100 men would be employed on each 
cam p at the peak and said th at they 
would be residents of the com m uni­ 
tie s w here the cam ps are to be locat­ 
ed. 
M aterials will be purchased from 
local m erchants.
